Hox* KONG to-day plays host to several of the greatest experts 
in a science which perhaps shows the biggest interval of any 
between the knowledge of the experts .and the knowtedge of the 
rest of us. The study of the history of mankind before ‘any form 


of writing had been invented is regarded by many as rather a shot 


in the dark, for what can we know about long dead races of men 
if they left no records? This attitude is a great acknowledgment of 
the marvellous value of the art of writing; but the other side of 
that thought is that it ought to lead to a fit of great humility 


-| about- ourselves -and.our- boasted -civilisation,. for_itis.a simple. fact, 
that the conquest of nature is almost entirely due to the fact that] 


we have at disposal all the records of previous workers instead of 
having to begin the study of each subject afresh in every genera- 
tion, The share of a discoverer in the credit for his lucky thought 
ia small compared with the share that should be giyen to past or 
contemporary workers in the same field. : 

Astronomy has been dragged out of the Observatory and popu- 
larised by Sir James Jeans’ best sel’ers when the study of infinite 
distances had reached a stage at which some definite results could 
be given with adequ:te assurance. It ix not so with. the study of 
Pre-higtory. There research is still groping for a ‘reliable yard- 
measure; but the clement of new and exciting adventures among 
facts is oxhilarating. What about that old figment of the popular 
imagination, the “Missing Link?” * What iy it that divides man 
from other living creatures? How did he come to develop. u brain 
to fight with instead of claws and teeth? How was it that the 
brain-weapon of one of the weakest and most vulnerable of creatures 
came to conquer not only the other animals but the forces of nature, 
—in so far as they have been conquered? How long has man been 
carrying on his endless adventure of struggte for life? . Are there 
any sure evidences of improvement in his brain development?. Any 
hints of how it could be quickencd up? or : 

Anyone who gave a dogmatic answer to such questions in the 
present stage of our knowledge would be jumping far beyond his 
premises: but more work has been done in the Inst twenty years in 
collecting material for future generalisations than ever before. The 
first question to be asked was what is the-nge of the Earth itse'f? 
One docs not have to be very old:to remember when the date of

B 


E Chinese, being above all 
elae an artistic people, have 
found expression for a Jove of 
beautiful design fn thelr charac- 
ter writing. Through three thou- 
sand years of development, the 
Chinese characters have attained 
a decorative appearance which 
claims at onde’ tho interest and 
envy of Western artists, But 
not only do they reveal the artis- 
tic genius of their creators; they 
express, in picture and {dea, all 
the Chinese: reaction to Hfe and 
things. ‘It has been said that 
these symbolic characters may 
serve as a key to the minds of 
the Eastern races, so their analy- 
sis might well: prove o fascinat- 
ing subject. 
Simple Pictures : 
The first Chinese characters were 
simple pictures representing things 
for which there was a name in the 
spoken language, like the sun, moon, 
birds, trecs, cars and-oyes. Thesv 
pictures were caaily recognisable, 
reminding us of -the writing- used 
to-day by the natives of the Easter 
Islands. A further development 
was athleved when two or more 
symbols were combined .to express 
an entirely new idea. Thus the 
character for “sky”. Is represented 
by a man_ below a vertical atroke, 
expressing that which is above 
man; and “truth” is represented by 
& man and a word—a man being 
as good as his word. These are 
almple illustrations, but with a 
systematic study of these. charac- 
ters the whole Chinese philosophy 
and outlook unfolds itself.
